reasons. 

Reports from widespread areas 
show the Chinese already have re- 
occupied many districts, sometimes 
without a fight after tactical with- 
drawals by the Japanese and fre- 
quently after the capture of small 
garrisons,

current reprisals against Arabs. 


ARABS OBJECT 

Arabs bitterly object to the par. 
tition theory in which they see the 
death knell of their aspirations to 
rule a territory which they regard 
as theirs by right of 13 centuries of 
occupetion. 

Furthermore, they emphasize that 
partition would give Jews the rich- 
est coastal lands and include many 
Arabs under Jewish rule. 

From an exiled Arab leader I 
knew in Jerusalem I have just re- 
ceived the following explanation 
of that viewpoint: 


WILL NEVER ACCEPT 

“We believe the British in des- 
peration are going to try to force 
partition upon us. We shall never 
accept. 

“Aside from the fact that the 
British promised us independence, 
we object to partition that would 
leave Arabs only rocky, unfertile 
hill regions unab!* to support their 
population. It wouid include only 
about half of the Arabs in Pales-

It is less safe than the 
world we knew before the titanic struggle 
began. Then it was at least the accepted 
practice that when one country proposed 
to attack another it should give iair warn- 
ing to neutrals and allow some opportun- 
ity for friendly intervention on behalf of 
For regulated warfare there has 
been substituted the unheralded assassina- 
tion of states and nations.

As a general rule the patient with stomach 
ulcers finds he has periods when his symptoms 
are worse, followed by periods of improvement. 
During the stage when the ulcer is active, the 
patient complains chiefly of pain. This pain has 
certain characteristics which set it apart from 
pain due to other causes. In the first place, the 
pain comes on some time after eating, usually at 
a regular time. In the second place, the pain is 
relieved by using an alkali such as miik of mag- 
nesia or baking soda, or is relieved by eating. A 
very definite sequence is observed which might 
be expressed in this way: pain, food, relief. 

This series of events may take place with so 
marked a regularity that one might almost set 
a clock by it. Usually the pain is so definite as 
to location the patient is able to guess it is aris- 
ing in the stomach, but sometimes it is reflexed 
upward to the chest. 

As a general rule, the pain is delayed in its 
coming if a very Jarge meal is taker, and will 
appear somewhat earlier if a smal! meal is used. 

The ulcer patient quickly learns that certain 
foods increase his distress and may become quite 
an expert on the subject of which foods agree or 
disagree with him. Thus, he may learn to avoid 
raw vegetables, raw fruits, greasy foods, spiced 
foods, ete. In addition, he may learn that ex- 
cessive indulgence in aclohol % tobacco is fol- 
lowed by increased distress. 

Vigorous exercise often increases his dis- 
comfort, and even though the patient is follow- 
ng a very strict diet, he may notice that the in- 
dulgence in active exercise makes him feel 
worse 

In the early stages there is not likely to be 
any bleeding from the ulcer which the patient 
notices. Later, the ulcer may bleed and whea 
the patient vomits, this old blood may be noticed, 
in which case it will have the color of coffee 
grounds. 

In addition to the symptoms of pain, vomiting 
and hemorrhaging, the patiert will also cxper- 
jence those symptoms common:y grouped under 
the heading of indigestion. 

The patient whose X-ray pictures show a 
definite ulcer always has a serious problem on 
his hands. A quick cure can not be expected and 
the patient must anticipate a long period of very 
careful dieting before he can be pronounced 
cured. In the mild or average case, some sort 
of dieting regimen is the treatment generally 
used

Progress of the Camp 
The western crop is getting by the danger of 
any major disaster, according to the latest Free 
Press survey, just published, and the present 
outlook is for something over 300,090,000 bushels. 


In Manitoba, which was not doing so: well up 
to three weeks ago, there has been a great im- 
provement due to more recent rains. This 
province may not do quite as well, relatively, as 
the two other provinces, but the Manitoba 
harvest will be better than was expected.

It will mean a great deal in the way of em- 
ployment—in the harvest fields, on the railways, 
in western towns and in eastern factories.

Winnipeg Free Press. 


War in China—And Japan 


In his outline of the military situation at the 
end of the first year of the war in China, Edgar 
Ansel Mowrer of the Chicago Daily News says 
first that although Japan has vast areas of 
“occupied” territory, her objective is still un- 
attained. Neutral experts seem agreed that 
China can continue to put up resistance of a sort 
for months to come, unless Japan can admin- 
ister one fast and deadly blow. 

The Chinese plan, according to Mr. Mowrer, 
is to yield “like a jujutsu player in the hope of 
compelling the adversary to overreach himself 
on a terrain chosen by the Chinese leaders for 
the advantages it gives their less heavily armed 
defenders.” Already the extent of occupied 
territory is proving embarrassing to the in- 
vaders. They control it nominally; but they have 
been unable to consolidate or exploit it. To con- 
tinue to hold it requires continued extension of 
Japanese lines and tHe utilization of man 
power needed to attain military objectives in the 
southern campaign. The Chinese defence tactics 
mean prolongation of the war. And brevity is 
the very essence of Japan’s hopes for victory. 

“For Japan to win,” says Mr. Mowrer, “one 
or both of two th s must occur. Either the 
Chinese must lose ir nerve and their unity 
and give up. Or the Japanese must manage, 
through terror, corruption or sheer persistence, 
to find enough Chinese in the so-called occupied 
regions to set up puppet Chinese administrations 
and exploit the country economically. ... There 
is no apparent sign that either of these things 
is happening.”

There is the theatre of military opera- 
tions in China; there is the theatre of economic 
attrition in Japan. Little has been heard of the 
operations in last theatre during the last six 
months yf Japanese censorship. But 
Japanese exports are down materially; so are 
Japanese imports.

yen is down. The cost of living is up. The 
national debt is up. 
Thus the second year of the war resolves 


itself into a sace against time: Japan must com- 
plete the subjugation of China before she herself 
is bled white.—-Victoria Times. 


On This Dat 


“He died at Quebec, but his heart was buried 
in France.” 

Thus may be summarized an incident which 
is recorded in the parish register of Revel, 
France. 

“The year 1728 and the 2nd pf August, we 
have interred the heart of the high and powerful 
seignior, Philippe de Rigaud, knight, Marquis de 
Vandreuil, seignior of Dreui] and of Cavagnai, 
grand cross of St. Louis, governor and lieutenant- 
genera] of New France, died at Quebec, October 
10, 1723, in the chapel and vault of his ancestors. 
G. Laffond, priest of Dreuil.” 

This strange custom of restoring to the fam- 
ily vault the heart of any famous man who died 
abroad was of long existence. There had been 
two notable precedents for the Marquis de Vau- 
dreuil. The great Frontenac was most explicit in 
his directions in his will, November 22, 1698: “As 
Madame de la Grande (his wife) may desire to 
have the heart of her lord, the heart of this tes- 
tator shall be cut from his body and placed care- 
fully in a box of lead and silver;” and in due 
time the casket with its precious relic was 
handed to the Countess Frontenac by Father de la 
Ronde, of Recollet, and duly deposited in the 
family vault. 

Similar action was taken in the case of Gov- 
ernor desCallieres, who in his will, May 25, 1703, 
ordered that his body be buried in the Recollets 
chapel at Quebec, but that his heart should be 
preserved to await instructions from his brother 
in France. And it is taken for granted that it 
also was sent to the ancestral vault in France.
